It is unnecessary for the very simple 
reason that organizations 
have

been provided for the expression of political 
sentiment and the prosecution of political 
activities. 
Here can be seen an important 
distinction between the school teacher as 
an educational force and the school teacher 
aa a citizen in the due exercise of hi* or 
her political privilege*.

material a* that composing the receptacle 
each receptacle to be of a size to hold not 
more than one bushel. 
“Restaurants, lunch rooms, hotels and 
similar places shall provide suitable con­ 
tainer* or garbage receptacles for the re­ 
ception of garbage made from some non­ 
absorbent material to be tightly and se­ 
curely covered at all times and to be re­ 
moved or emptied whenever full, not less 
than twice a week during June to October 
and not less than once a week during Oc­ 
tober to May 
Any person violating the provisions of 
this section shall be subject to a fine of two 
dollars for each offense ”

guns are carried on light carts drawn by 
four horses, and one of every eight Russian 
cavalrymen has a light machine gun or 
grenade thrower. 
Thus the cavalry has been modernized 
horse* even being trucked to the front. It 
is true that 
when cavalrymen dismount 
twenty percent of them must stay with 
the horses, and that they are easy targets 
for machine-gunning enemy fliers

true. Treaty- 
breaking is not a racial or national 
characteristic

nations. 
Let us face the truth Japan, Ger­ 
many and Italy fell into the hand*

acting in the best interests of their

France Mistaken 


Fiance, through the League of 
Nations, 
imposed

treaty guarantee to keep Germany 
inferior—reparations, political and 
economic denials, even partial oc­ 
cupation for a tune 
She did more, 
She backed those treaties with what 
she thought was the greatest army 
in the world and the Maginot line. 
She made a mistake in both In­ 
stances, but the second one was ir­ 
redeemable 
If she really had th# 
best army in the world, she would 
not be where she is today. She wa* 
lured psychologically into a posi­ 
tion of inferiority by a reveranre 
for the security of treaties—with 
Russia, with Britain, et a1. 
Her initial mistake was the be­ 
lief 
that she 
could 
permanently 
impose harsh condition* on an en- 
emv She could have undercut the 
Hitler movement in Germany be­ 
fore it started by a fairer and more 
just appeal to the German people 
than the versailles treaty provided. 
In truth, she did mitigate the re­ 
parations terms later on with Rome

thought enough of her own debt- 
treaty with us to pay her war debt, 
thereby 
showing again 
even 
our 
friends do not keep treaties against 
their own interests. 


H a d 
i p p e r 
H a n d 


Again, she could 
have 
stooped 
Hitler when he made his first bel­ 
ligerent move. by marching into the 
Rhineland. Her military' superiority 
was even then sufficient to have 
crushed him, 
But 
she 
thought 
her 
treaties 
guaranteed 
her security 
and she 
did not want to fight. Her treaties 
engendered 
pacifism 
among 
her 
statesmen 
and 
people, 
and 
kept 
them as easy marks for H itlers 
tricks 
Is not the path of history strewn 
back foi 
6.000 years with scraps 
of paper, torn up by every nation 
which thought it to its best interest 
to disregard or violate treaties? Can 
anyone, then, now say that treaty- 
breaking is a racial or a national 
problem? Is it not an instinct of

them (not sectionally but nation­ 
ally! and who will do it by recon­ 
stituting Congress so it has the 
powers of representation The peo­ 
ple will elect citizens who, among 
other things, will invoke again the 
powers Congress once possessed. 


Unity Essential 


National unity is essential in war­ 
time. National unity, however, in 
this country is not promoted by an 
unquestioning obedience to admin- 
trative rules, good and bad. National 
unity is promoted if orderly criti­ 
cism is permitted and criticism can 
be orderly if Congress reflects and 
takes leadership in conducting it. 
National unity is promoted and the 
war effort and the chief executive 
are best supported if Congress is 
composed of good and wise men 
and if they back it and him with 
sound legislation. 
Millions of people are doing a lot 
of thinking about our congressional 
situation. The thinking is not 
a 
mere 
agglomeration 
of 
criticism 
but it has substance and form and 
a decidedly similarity, regardless of 
the part of the country in which it 
originates.
